Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  this  the  report  on  the  health  of  the  town 
and  the  work  of  your  Health  Department  for  the  year  1 967* 

Housing,  sanitation,  infectious  diseases,  food  hygiene  and  medical 
facilities,  the  traditional  fields  of  interest  of  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
and  as  such  reported  herein,  are  not  of  course  the  only  important  factors  in 
the  health  of  a  community.  Recreational,  cultural  and  occupational 
activities  -  indeed  all  aspects  of  human  endeavour  affect  the  mental  and 
physical  well  being  of  our  community  and  so  are  the  increasing  interest  of 
public  health.  However,  to  disappoint  the  reader  at  an  early  stage,  this 
report  does  not  discuss  the  effect  of  Bingo  on  the  eyes  and  minds  of  our 
citizens,  but  merely  consists  of  the  usual  statistics  and  comments  thereon 
of  previous  years. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  during  the  year  made  two  useful  moves  in 
carrying  out  its  responsibility  of  improving  the  quality  of  its  work  in 
environmental  health.  These  were  the  projected  introduction  of  a  paper  sack 
refuse  collection  to  replace  the  stinking  dustbin  and,  mainly  to  remove  the 
weakness  in  our  food  hygiene  work,  the  projected  appointment  of  an  additional 
Public  Health  Inspector.  However,  to  save  our  rate-payers  money  in  these 
times  of  national  insolvency,  inclusion  in  this  current  year's  expenditure 
was  turned  down.

The  Birth  Rate,  based  on  the  above  figures  was  19.8  per  1000.  When 
the  birth  rate  is  corrected  for  comparability  it  becomes  19.2  per  1000  and 
can  then  be  directly  compared  with  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  of  17*2 
per  1000  (provisional)  and  our  1966  corrected  figure  of  20. 4. 

Our  birth  rate  has  dropped  again  this  year,  as  has  the  national  birth 
rate.  However,  ws  still  have  12%  more  births  than  the  average  for  England 
and  Wales.

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IMMUNISATION 


Primary  imraunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus 
and  Polionyelitis  are  at  our  usual  satisfactory  level  -  of  the  babies  born 
in  1966  11 5%  have  been  immunised  against  Diphtheria  etc.  and  109%  against 
Poliomyelitis.  (These  figures  are  presumably  above  100/6  because  of  families 
moving  in  to  the  district  with  very  young  children  who  were  immunised  here). 

Smallpox  figures  are  not  as  satisfactory  as  in  1966  but  about  half  of 
the  babies  bom  in  19 66  have  been  vaccinated.

GENERAL 


Home  Safety 

During  October  the  Home  Safety  Committee  held  an  exhibition  for  one 
week  illustrating  domestic  poisoning  dangers  in  the  Library  lecture  room. 
This  was  an.  interesting  exhibition  of  films,  displays  and  posters  and 
included  a  school  childrens  poster  competition. 

In  spite  of  good  publicity  and  a  convenient  venue  this  was  poorly 
attended  by  the  adult  population. 

The  importance  of  this  Committee’s  work  is  reflected  in  the  fact  that 
6%  of  our  deaths  in  1967  were  due  to  "accident*'  (see  ’Causes  of  Death' 
section) • 

Housing 

As  I  commented  in  my  introduction  to  last  years  report,  the 
commencement  of  the  preliminary  work  for  a  clearance  area  in  the 
Old  Broughton  Road  and  The  City  area  is  required  for  continuance  of  the 
Council  policy  of  sub-standard  property  clearance.  All  the  property  in 
this  area  is  sub-standard  to  varying  degrees  and  becoming  incx’easingly  so 
with  the  passage  of  time  and  in  contrast  with  the  increasing  number  of 
private  and  Council  owned  new  property  being  erected.  It  is  also  a  small 
island  of  residential  property  in  an  industrial  area. 

Several  properties  in  this  area  have  had  Closing  Orders  applied  during 
the  year. 
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Another  group  of  dwellings  in  the  town  which  need  removal  are  the 
50  -  60  pre-fabs  which  the  Council  owns. 

Though  not  sub-standard  these  temporary  houses  are  not  really  suitable 
living  accommodation  by  todays  standards.  An  additional  factor  is  the 
increasing  structural  weakness,  caused  by  metal  rot  through  the  years. 

Even  though  they  are  very  unlikely  to  collapse  completely  never-the-less 
if  one  of  the  supports  were  to  give  way  injury  to  the  occupants  could  result. 

During  the  year  20  reports  were  prepared  in  Housing  and  re-housing 
applications  where  medical  factors  were  involved.  The  bulk  of  these  were 
for  elderly  people  requiring  bungalows  but  the  rest  were  newly  married 
couples  with  babies  living  in  very  unsuitable  and  unhealthy  conditions. 

These  two  groups,  to  my  mind,  constitute  the  main  direction  in  which  the 
Councils  housing  activities  should  lie  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the 
Housing  Committee  have  always  given  sympathetic  consideration  to  the  cases 
with  genuine  socio-medical  factors.

However,  this  had  to  be 
deferred  on  financial  grounds. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Public  Health  Committee,  to  Dr.  Wolfenden 
and  Mrs.  Wells,  so."  to  all  colleagues  for  their  ready  help  at  all  times.

The  houses  demolished  completed  all  the  demolitions  involved  in 
the  Old  Broughton  Road  Clearance  Order.  All  the  occupants  were  re-housed 
by  the  Council  and  it  was  pleasing  to  observe  the  obvious  improvements  in 
health  of  these  (mostly)  elderly  people  who  had  for  too  long  lived  in  very 
sub-standard  dwellings. 

(ii)  Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  such  houses  in  the  area. 

( iii)  Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

It  was  not  possible  to  get  to  grips  with  this  problem  owing  to  staff 

limitation. 

(iv)  Improvements  to  Older  Houses 

A  further  45  pre-war  Council  houses  were  modernised  on  discretionary 
grant  basis  under  my  control  as  Housing  Maintenance  Officer  by  the  Council' s 
own  direct  labour  force  at  a  cost  of  £17, 200.  The  advantages  to  the  Council, 
as  landlords,  and  to  the  tenants  are  most  apparent.  Control  of  the  Council's 
1,300  houses  also  enabled  the  Department  to  ensure  good  standards  of  repair 
and  maintenance  in  all  these  houses. 

The  Health  Department,  strangely  enough,  is  not  involved  in 
improvements  to  older  private  houses  and  it  was  disappointing  to  note  that 
despite  the  Council's  lead  in  this  subject  only  six  standard  inprovement 
grants  were  applied  for  and  granted  in  1967  to  private  owners  or  occupiers. 

The  policy  of  improving  older  houses  to  modem  standards  is  a 
fundamental  in  all  public  health  progress  and  one  would  hope  to  see  more 
applications  by  landlords  and  tenants  in  the  future.

Relatively  few  complaints  were  received  and  no  difficulties  arose 
in  having  various  defects  repaired. 

( ii)  Verminous  Premises  and  Other  Infestations 


No  verminous  premises  were  reported  or  discovered.  Identification 
and  advice  on  treatment  was  given  in  other  instances  of  insect  problems. 

(iii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Very  few  houses  indeed  are  not  connected  to  the  public  sewers  in 
the  Urban  area,  probably  less  than  ten  in  all.  The  arrangements  for 
sewerage  and  the  disposal  works  are  reasonably  adequate.  The  Council  are 
proposing  to  improve  the  sludge  drying  by  use  of  machinery  rather  than  the 
present  system  of  open  lagoons.  Delay  in  solving  the  problem  of  sludge 
disposal  may  well  soon  present  a  public  health  problem  of  major  proportions. 

(iv)  Water  Supplies 

The  town  receives  its  supplies  from  the  West  Wilts  Water  Board, 
but  part  of  the  Northern  area  is  linked  to  the  North  Wilts  Board.  Quality 
is  excellent,  and  the  unsatisfactory  pressure  on  certain  days  is  in  the 
process  of  being  remedied  by  the  building  of  a  new  reservoir. 

The  waters  are  not  plumbo-solvent,  but  are  extremely  hard.  Copies 
of  frequent  sampling  checks  are  received  from  the  two  Boards,  and  the 
occasional  check  sample  is  taken  by  the  Department.  All  were  satisfactory. 

At  the  factory  having  its  own  well  supply  for  domestic  use,  all 
samples  taken  proved  satisfactory. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1956 


No  formal  action  was  taken,  and  the  infrequent  complaint  of  smoke 
nuisance  from  factory  chimneys  was  satisfactorily  dealt  with  by  informal 
action. 


One  "Prior  Approval"  under  Section  3  of  the  Act  was  issued  in 
respect  of  a  new  furnace. 
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PREVENTION  OP  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  1949 


The  part-time  operator  (shared  -with  by  the  Rural  District  Council) 
continues  to  give  excellent  service  with  rodent  control  work. 

During  the  year  145  properties  were  treated  for  rats  or  mice  as  compared 
with  137  the  previous  year.  Of  these  103  were  domestic  premises. 

The  work  is  free  for  domestic  premises,  but  a  small  charge  is  made  to 
cover  costs  in  other  instances.

The  one  residential  site  of  36  caravans  is  extremely  well  appointed 
and  all  conditions  of  site  licence  are  fully  maintained.

The  overall  position  is  now  extremely  satisfactory,  and  only  one 
installation  gives  cause  for  concern.  In  this  case,  decisions  on  planning 
permissions  to  re-organise  the  filling  station  held  up  the  necessary 
improvement  s • 

The  total  gallonage  of  petrol  stored  in  licensed  premises  is  71,100 
(63,700)  and  18  (2l)  licences  were  issued.  Last  year’s  figures  in  brackets. 

The  continued  efficient  work  by  the  Council’ s  Inspecting  Officers  -  the 
Wiltshire  County  Fire  Brigade  -  must  once  more  be  recorded.

Inspection,  ante-mortem  and  post-mortem  is  carried  out  by  the 
proprietor,  and  no  precise  percentage  of  rejections  is  available.

This  public  pool  was  conducted  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  Daily 
local  checks  of  free  chlorine  are  taken,  and  I  inspect  these  records  from 
time  to  time,  and  also  take  the  occasional  sanple  for  bacteriological 
examination.  These  were  all  satisfactory. 

Source  of  water  is  from  the  mains  and  constant  re -circulation  on 
a  6/8  hour  basis  is  maintained.  Treatment  consists  of  filtration  by  twin 
Diafilters,  followed  by  chlorination  and  then  aeration  over  a  cascade. 

(ii)  Paddling  Pool,  King  George^  Field 

Hand  chlorination  of  this  shallow  pool  is  used  and  is,  in  the  main, 
satisfactory. 

(iii)  Shumhold  School 


Chlorination  and  filtration  plant  proved  adequate  and  samples  taken 
were  satisfactory. 

(iv)  Lowboume  School 


Again  a  small  training  pool  with  adequate  plant,  and  samples  taken 
were  satisfactory.
